As to Its direct action 
there must be added the Indirect licr.sl 
Itary effects. * * * It Is admitted that 
alcoholism Is u most active agent of de 
geueraey and therefore a cause of In- 
sanity aud crime; also that drinkers 
become Die parents of epileptics and 
Idiots." 

Dr. (tartiler suggests In conclusion 
thut us. ac.-onllng to his ex|sTieu<s>, 
adolescent criminals are usually the 
children of alcoholic parents the state 
should provide special Institutions, nel- 
ther Jails nor hospitals, for their edit 
cation. 



ALCOHOL AND LONGEVITY. 



A writer lu the I^»ndoii Chronicle 
says: I have been perusing some de 
tails concerning the Influence of the al- 
coholic habit on the Increase of popu 
lutlou. The theory has been advuuc.-d 
that alcoholism Is responsible for the 
propagation of weakly offspring, wiib 
the usual conae«iuc!ice of preinalure 
death. Some of the figures, tuken from 
Flench sources, ure startling enough. 

In ttl families traced to three gen 
erotlons. with Ml descendants, the mor- 
tality was 32 per cent, this represent- 
ing Infauttle mortality. These fan s 

were of alcoholic hablta. lu Rouen It 
wna found thut two drunkards had 
thirty two children as offspring, and all 
died before attuluing the adult age. In 
another series of statistics it Is shown 
that of Son children Imrn of alcoholic 
parents 21 3 per cent died pructlcally 
ill childhood and infancy. 

The cause of temperance reforai will 
Is? most largely aided by considerations 
which deal with the national as|M*t of 
ulcobollsm. The figures I have ipjotcd 
may be commended to the notice of our 
legislators. The cry of reform Is in the 
air, aud every fact which can afford 
rcasonuble *up|>ort to thut cry should 
Is- welcomed by every citizen, abstainer 
or not.
